| aion within a week of the crucifixion, 
j Two of the disciples with their moth- 
! er came to Jesus and asked for posi- 
I tions of favor. They tried to coax 
their Master into a blindfold promise 
! that they might sit the one on His 
| right hand and the other on His left 
in the places next to the throne. 
Jesus showed them how entirely fool¬ 
ish and unwarrantable was their re¬ 
quest and how impossible it was for 
Him to consider granting it. 

But it is worthy of note that Jesi*s 
does not reject the idea of difference 
of rank and degrees in the Kingdom 
of-Heaven. He clearly affirms that in 
the ideal kingdom, as well as in earth¬ 
ly societies there are places of dig- 
| nity and power, and others of sub- 
j ordination. There is no dead level 
i either on earth, or in heaven, in nat- 
i ure or in grace. But in the ideal 
j kingdom this authority is not one of 
j force but one of love. There men are' 
| ruled by their . affections., The ideal 
1 kingdom is a kingdom of influence, 

| not of violence. And the hope of the 
world lies in distracted nations learn¬ 
ing this truth and applying it. 

There are places of authority, but 
who shall have them? The two dis¬ 
ciples wanted the chief places, but 
; they never thought for one moment 
| of their qualifications. In earthly 
j kingdom men seek power in spite of 
their lack of fitness. In the ideal 
[ kingdom it shall not be so. Disaster 
j and disorder are constantly brought 
! about by the elevation to power of 
the ‘incompetent. 

j Jesus made clear to .the disciples 
| that divine preparation was necessary 
j for such places. . 

I The disciples’ request was based on 
I the false theory of lifo—the official 
| theory—that it is the place that 
j makes the man and not the man the 
I place. 

j * In this world we have no objection 
j to giving the seats of honor to those 
j who have made the preparation for 
| them; to those who, when they are 
I so honored, will use the position to 
i serve. 

I Service is the path to power. It is 
| written in the very nature of things, 
j No man can become a good doctor 
without persistent hard work. Be- 
| cause he has been faithful over a few 
| things, is given more difficult tasks 
| and a larger service is open to him. 
j It holds good in every walk of life. 

J The lodge that wishes to become 
'great and keep great has -to learn this 
! lesson of service. Because the Odd 
! Fellows have a record of service, they 
! are in existence today. If they wish 
I to keep their place of power the les¬ 
son must be kept ever before them 
j that he is greatest among you must 
be your servant.

Harold R. Cline)was brought up at 
the distric£_xmrf% held at Lethbridge 
on (Monday, April 19, before His Hon¬ 
or Judge Jackson, charged with the 
theft of a saddle, the property of 
James Dew, a prominent farmer of 
the Vulcan district. 'The accused is 
well known locally, having been tried 
here last July on a charge of theft, 
arson, and breaking jail, whioh caflsed 
quite a sensation at the time owing to 
the remakable and" mysterious circum¬ 
stances attending his get-away and 
recapture which was affected by Cpl. 
"Allen, A.P.P., after months of hard 
work. This case is a sequel to the 
preceding one, the result of which 
w ill be watched with interest by the 
people of this district. 

Several witnesses were called and 
the saddle produced and identified as 
the property of James Dew. The ev¬ 
idence showed that the saddle in ques¬ 
tion was lent by James Dew to Wes 
Barnes who took it to his ranch on 
the Blackfoot Indian Reserve. It was 
later missed by Barnes, who reported 
the theft to the police at Vulcan. A 
search was instituted on Cline’s farm 
and the saddle was found along with 
other stolen property buried in the 
ground. Cline gave evidence on his 
own behalf and testified that sad¬ 
dle was actually stolen by C. Gallo¬ 
way, but' he accompanied him to 
Barne’s ranch and witnessed the theft. 

Mrs. Cline als6 gave evidence and 
testified that Clarence Galloway had 
brought the saddle to their farm and 
took it out into the field and told her 
that he intended taking it down to 
Montana and trade it off. 

The judge, commenting on the case, 
said that Cline was technically guilty 
by accompanying Galloway and wit¬ 
nessing the theft, and found him guil¬ 
ty, remanding him for sentence for 
an indefinite period. Cline is at pre¬ 
sent serving a two-year term in the 
provincial jail at Lethbridge on char¬ 
ges of stealing hogs, and burglary, 
and theft at the Dominion Express of¬ 
fice at Kirkcaldy in December 1918. 

C. Galloway, who was subpoenaed 
as a witness in the case of H. R. Cline 
for theft of saddle was arrested at 
Lethbridge on April 19 and held for 
preliminary hearing as Being an ac¬ 
complice of the accused'Cline. Gallo¬ 
way will be brought to Vulcan in a 
short time for pieliminary hearing.

The Farmer parliament of Ontario 
has introduced an election act from 
which other governments would do 
well to copy. 

In all other legislative bodies in 
Canada the government in power fixeS" 
a date for the election to suit its own 
convenience; the new Ontario act 
sets a fixed time so far as our con¬ 
stitution will allow for the holding of 
general provincial elections. The nom¬ 
inations are to be held on the second 
Thursday in October and the elections 
on the second Monday thereafter. In 
the words of Premier Drury in intro¬ 
ducing the act “as far as possible, any- 
attempt to gain political advantage 
for them except paity exigencies is 
guarded against.” 

By the act of the government sur¬ 
renders so far as possible its pow'er 
over^elections. The Ottawa Record in 
discussing the Dominion election act 
says “there should be as little as pos¬ 
sible of govemnjent control. The gov¬ 
ernment should be placed before the

According to these figures, the av¬ 
erage male farm employee in 1909 re¬ 
ceived, including board, a wt’ge of 
$336 a year, and the female employee 
received $206 a year. Ten years later 
the hired man was getting $764 and 
the hired girll $465, an increase of 
more than'100 per cent, in each case. 

The wages paid by the Alberta 
farmer are higher than in- any pro¬ 
vince except. British Columbia. The 
wages here are $976 for the male em¬ 
ployee and $648 for the female em¬ 
ployee. 

The statistics show very great in¬ 
creases in the value of livestock j in 
Alberta, with the exception of horses, 
which show a decrease. The value of 
cattle over the .ten years shows an 
increase from $33 in 1909 to $83 in 
1919. The value of sheep has doubled 
in that time and swine a little more 
than doubled. The value of occupied 
farm lands inT!HT9 in Alberta was $20 
an acre. The value now is placed at 
$29 /> an acre. In all Canada the in¬ 
crease in the value of farm land is 
from $39 to $52 an acre.—Calgary Al- 
bci-tan.

MANGE DIPPING PERIOD 

June 24 and July 4 have been the 
new dates set for the> double dipping 
of all cattle withjn the mange area, 
the announcement having been made 
by Dr. J. C. Hargrave, chief inspector 
for the province, this week, 
j The original date was set earlier 
I in the season but the unusual condi¬ 
tions prevailing this season have al¬ 
tered conditions and the suggestion 
of a later date was made by the Cat- 
tel men’s Protective Association and 
found to be agreeable to the stock- 
men. 

Dr. Hargrave said the department 
had been receiving the co-operation 
of the stockmen in their preparations 
for the dipping campaign and some 
90 meetings had been addressed by 
representatives of the department 
and committees representing about 
900 stockmen in different parts of the 
province had been formed for the pur¬ 
pose of handling the questions in 
their respective localities. 


CONTRARY TO PRECEDENT 

It was said that the Prince of 
Wales was granted $125,000 by the 
British treasury for expenses on his 
recent trip to Canada and the United 
States, and upon arriving home he re¬ 
turned an unused $90,000. Comment¬ 
ing on this, the Buffalo News says-: 
“That is entirely contrary to preced¬ 
ent He would be ostracised in Wash¬ 
ington for that It simply isn’t done 
in the best political circles. To do a 
thing like that is to turn one’s back 
on opportunity. The proper caper is 
to go the limit.

INDUSTRIAL DEPUTES ACT 

There will be a conference in Ot¬ 
tawa probably before the end of this 
month, of representatives of the dif¬ 
ferent provincial governments, labor 
and the employers in each province, 
who will seek to co-ordinate the vari¬ 
ous provincial laws affecting labor 
and at the same time consider extend¬ 
ing the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. This announcement was 
made in the senate by Senator Rob¬ 
ertson, minister of Labor, in introduc¬ 
ing the amendments to the act which 
provides for arbitration in the case of 
disputes between employers and em¬ 
ployees in public utilities.
